The Indians relate many legends that 


taste of mythology, and aro snrromnded 
with doubt. The Pintes are not tin ex- 
ception to thi» rnle, and will eniertain a 
stranger with reminiscences of tho past. 
They tell a atory to the effect that in 
early times, some three thousand years 
ago—according to their stylo of bunding 
down historical events—the two tribes 
of Piutes, both springing from the Bamp 
parents, were continually at war. 
Quo 


tribe occupied homes on Walker river, 
and the other on the Trnckee. 
The 


Great Spirit waa much displeased with 
them for the hostile feeling that existed, 
but conld not prevail upon theai to bnry 
the hatchet and aniolce the calumet of 
peace. 
In those days, according to the 


legend, both tribes were goveined by n 
big man, whom the Indians say wns 
fifteen or twenty feet high. One dny 
the Walker rirer tribe mads a. despent 
on the Pyramid lake*Iudians, who bad 
their big man out watching for the raid- 
ing reds. He oangbt sight of them com- 
ing down the Trnckee in fall force, and, 
without notifying his people, prepared 
to fight them. He took his position on 
the trail the Indians were following and, 
when they came close enough, com- 
menced war upon them with a big bow 
and arrows. 
He stood bis ground and 


fought them until satisfied tbnt tliuy 
were too much for him, when lie stinted 
on a run for his tribe, which was camped 
iteverul miles down the river. Just ns 
BOOH as he turned his back the Indians 
rushed upon him, and before he had 
rnn a quarter of a mile they killed him, 
and continued on to give battle to his 
people. 
When the giaLt'd band sivw 


them coming, they became demoralized 
aud fled in every direction. 
One band 


never stopped until they reached the 
vicinity of Ogden, where they have sinco 
that time remained, 
.\fter the invaders 


left, the remainder of the band returned 
to the Trnckee, found the body of their 
giant lender and buried him nbont five 
miles from tbo present site of tho agency 
buildings, near the road running to 
Wads-worth. 
Tbey followed his tracks, 


which were eighteen feet apart, to the 
place where he hud tho fight, and BU'C? 
they have regarded it aw a snored duty 
to preserve the impression of his tracks, 
und every year, with the exception of 
the last one, they hare decorated his 
grave with a giant figure of the man 
himself, and have also renewed his 
tracks, which they point oat witl-i pride 
to strangers. They will soon go through 
this interesting ceremony ouce moie. 
Hia deeds of valor were numerous, and 
his strength prodigouR. 
They tell bow 


he would guther an enemy by the ankles, 
and wielding him club-lilte, kill the 
Others around him. He was a big man 
in life, a larger one in death, and ought 
to be happy in the realization that his 
grave has been kept green for more than 
three thousand years.

PTBAJH1U BESEKVATIOX. 


Observations Concern- 


ing: tbe Pliites at .Pyramid. 


Pyramid Lake Agency is about 18 


miles distant from Wadswrorth, on the 
Truckee tiver, and a trip to Wadsworth 
would be devoid of interest unless the 
Agency -wus visited. The road to the post 
is replete with historical events that oc- 
curred in days gone by, when the red 
man, feeling that he was doomed through 
the grasping avaricionsness of his pale 
faced brother, raised in arms against his 
encroachments, only to meet defeat and 
ultimate subjugation. 
Of -.hese events 


more will be related hereafter. 
The 


road follows the left side of tbe river 
until within a short distance of the 
river, where the stream is spanned by a 
bridge, after which the river bottom 
widens and is covered with a forest of 
cotton wood, whose leafy plumage con- 
trasts pleasantly with tbe barren 'bills 
that lower above the river on either side. 
The Agency buildings stand upon a 
plateau that comurmnds a magnificent 
view of the surrounding country, and 
distant about 3 miles from Pyramid 
Lake from whence the reservation de- 
rives its name, and about six miles from 
Mud Lake. About two miles below the 
Agency the Truckee-divides its waters 
nearly eqn&l, Bending half by way of a 
slough to Mud Luke, while the remain- 
der followicp its oatural channel, min- 
gles with the waters of Pyramid Lake. 
The two bodies of water are divided by 
a mountain runge, but both are feel by 
the same stream as nbovo indicated. 
Some years ago L'tke Tahoe and Wushoe 
Luke were stocked with perch, and tbis 
Spring ic was discovered that this suc- 
culent member of thy fiauy tribe was mi- 
grating from its home iu the lakes above 
to Pyramid and Mud Lakes. 
They 


have been caught in 
the irrigating 


ditches on tha Reserve and also taken 
from the river. Pyramid Lake is u 
beautiful sheet of water, stoaked with 
the finest trout. 
Eocky points of pyra- 


midal shape stand up in bold relief from 
the shores of the Lake, hence its name. 
Tbe Indian farms ure locatad along the 
river from a point about four 
miles 


above the Agency, and extend to the 
Lik« below. The soil is rich, easily ir- 
rigated and produces 
excellfint crops. 


Cereals of every description are raised 
by the Indians, all of which do wull with 
proper care, while gurdun truck is pro- 
duced in ltir|?e quantities and also of the 
very best variety. 
The Indians are 


good farmers, and their little farms 
show curt-fnl attention. Two yrars ago, 
Mr. Gibson 
concluded to pluut fruit 


trees on the reserve, being satisfied thai 
the Ventura would prove successful. 
He accordingly purchased 1,COO trees 
of every variety, apple trees however, 
predominating, and issued 1.200 of 
them to the Indians, giving each OD<- 
quite an orchard. The remaining 400 
were set out on the School Farm, for the 
benefit of the school children. 
These 


tiees were two years old when planted, 
and are cow in a thriving condition, 
and in a few years time, the Indittn- 
will have ul! the fruit they wish, and ol 
which tht-y are exceedingly fond. Th> 
School Farm will compare witli any of 
similar size in this State. It is laid out 
in nice shape, and every square foot of 
it is made a source of profit to the Gov- 
ernment, inasmuch as it is tnade to pro- 
duce everything possible, for tbe benefit 
of the sohoo), thereby saving an ex- 
penditure on .the part of the Govern- 
mout for this purpose. 
When Mr. Gib- 


son took charge of the Agency, the 
School Farm was only partially culti- 
vated, ou account of trees and litt e 
sloughs. 
He went to work ioouiediiiiely 


to improve the place, and make it wlat 
it should be and is. The trees were 
felled, tbe sloughs filled up, tbe farm 
inclosed by a good substantial boaid 
fence on one side, shirting the rond, 
and the remainder by a heavy burbt-d 
wire fence. Last year, the farm yielded 
100 tons of bay, 20,000 poundu of pota- 
toes, a fine crop of onions, melons, cab- 
bages, tomatoes, etc. This year the 
yield will b» much greater, the amount 
of ground under cultivation having bet n 
increased. Tue farms operated by the 
Indians will 
yield 
correspondingly, 


hence, it will be seen that the Indians 
have all the vegetables and grain they 
want for their own use. The Agency 
is well supplied with farming imple- 
ments of every description, for the use 
of the Indians, nearly all of whom are 
expert in handling them. They take a 
deep interest in everything pertaining 
to their welfare, and have a police sys- 
tem, the authority of which they recog- 
nize and respect. Being peaceably dis- 
posed, and inclined to follow the pnr-, 
suit of farming, they do not frequent 
the towns, and are consequently not 
addicted to drink, or contaminated by 
ttie degrading influence of town life. 
Mr. Gibnon, in his government of the 
Indians, has taught them self-reliance. 
and by BO doing 
has inculcated in 


them a feeling of confidence that has 
aided him very much in bringing about 
tbe success that has so fur amended bis 
efforts. 
He has taushl them that they 


are men who have rights that must be 
respected, and has practiced what he 
preached, and tba result . is that the 
Indians have implicit confidence in his 
juu^paeat, are impressed witb tha idea] 


that 'he is laboring for; their good, and 
conseqaently respect and -obey him. 
They are all satisfied and contented, 
realize want civilization means, and 
take a great interest iu the cultivation 
of the mind, as well as that of the Boil. 
The most interesting feature of tbe 
Agency, is the Boarding School for boys 
and girls, which is conducted in a man- 
ner that reflects creditably upon the 
Agent, his wife, who is the Principal, 
and Miss Taddie Doaneaud Miss Emma 
Hammond, 
Assistants. 
Owing to the 


fact that other duties of a pressing na- 
tnra required much of Mrs. Gibson's 
time Miss Doane was placed in full 
charge of the school. It wns readily 
noticed that tbe Indian children took 
kindly to Miss Doanu, from the very 
start, and for three yeara she has been 
teaching the little ones, and is deserv- 
ing of great praise for the excellent con- 
dition of the school, and for the rapid 
progress made by tbe children. Now 
that they are accustomed to her teach- 
ing, and understand her thoroughly, it 
is important for the welfare of the school 
that she be retained in the capacity of 
teacher. A change at Ibis time would 
have a detrimental 
eileot. She has 


labored hurd uud earnestly, and is de- 
serving of every consideration at tbe 
hands of tbe Indian Bureau, if devotion 
to duty nnd attending success, is worthy 
of 
Btioh consideration. This school 


w.is started iu 1882, one year prior to 
Mr. Gibsun's appointment as Agent. 
The attendants at tbe school are sup- 
ported by the Government, and each 
child receives four units of clothing a 
year, and also a nice Sunday suit. 
During tbe first year of the school the 
little fellows 
ntt&ucleu uiore for the 


food they received ttmu for any bene- 
fit iu the way of cultivation. They were 
shy, took but very little interest in whut 
transpired in the school room, and were 
consequently learning nothing. Such 
was the state of affairs when Mr. Gib- 
son took churgo of the Agency. 
Cog- 


nizaut that theie was good material in 
this young folks, be ni'ida up his mind 
th it the school should be a special 
feature, during his Bt-5wardship, and 
iovuediately set to work to improve its 
condition. By perseverance, seasoned 
with patience,-the little ones were at 
lust convinced that they bud nothing to 
fear, that learniug was good for them, 
and being encouraged by those in charge 
of them, they went to work in earliest^ 
a'ld soon displayed a taste aad aptitude 
for learning that was indeed surprising. 
The number of scholars iu attendance 
before Mr. Gibson's appointment ranged 
from 15 to 2L aud in a short titiio after 
he ussutmid control of affairs this num- 
b r w.n increased until between 65 and 
75 children have attended with striking 
regularity. The males predominate in 
the ratio of about two to one. la point 
of learning the boys excel the girls, or 
at least suoh sne.nn to bt» the case. .The 
girls, owing to a time worn custom 
am >ng the American Indians, consider 
th 'inselvej inferior to the boys and are 
a'so regarded in ttmt light by. the mule 
members of a tribe. This fact may ac- 
count 
for 
the 
difference 
thut is 


noiiceabld 
between 
them 
io 
the 


school 
room 
and 
not 
a 
lack 


of 
intellectuality or 
comprehension. 


Tiiey are a bright looking set of chil- 
dren, possessing pleasant featares and 
Urge, well-developjd beads, indicative 
of brain power. They have been taught 
to sing, aud are now familiar with a 
number of our son»s, patriotic and 
otherwise, uud nothing suits them better 
than to join iu a song when accompanied 
by Mrs. Gibson or their teacher. 
Some 


of them have fine voices for children, 
and, taken as a whole, con render a 
»ong in fine shape, keeping accurate 
time aud singing with a will. 
They 


take particular delight in displaying 
their vocal powers when visitors are.at 
the school to listen to them, and can, 
\7itbout exaggeration, acquit themselves 
creditably tis white children of the same 
age, with all the natural advantages tbat 
surround their better favored white 
wkiuned brothers. 
Several of them are 


£Ood musicians, and when the scbohivH 
are singing one of their number accom- 
panies them ou the orgau, playing in 
perfect harmony and witb considerable 
skill. They study well and are making 
rapid progress, and have estabiahed one 
fact that is indisputable aud that is, that 
Indian children when handled propeily 
are susceptible of bi^h cultivation. 
They read remarkably well, are good in 
mathematics, take to penmanship readi- 
ly and will surprise any one who visits 
their school. They are obedient, their 
deportment is above criticism and per- 
fect order is maintained ia the school' 
room. The exercises they go through 
are quite interesting and also amusing. 
They go to school from nine in the 
morning until twelve and are then dis- 
missed, la the afternoon the boys, 
every one of them, march off to ihe 
school farm and hoe, plow or labor in 
some manner until evening. Tbe girls 
are taken by the seamstress, Mrs. Whit- 
thorue, to the sewing room where they 
are instructed in the art of making wear- 
ing apparel or mending tbe clothing 


orn by tbe toys. They make all their 


own clothing and do neat work. As be- 
fore stated foar suits of sub tvHial 
olotbes »ra furnished tile boya eat;;, ;:ear 
«nd a!HO a nice suit for Sunday tb-3 by 
pennj'.tiug them to make a floe 


ance at any time. The material is fur- 
nished for the girls from which they 
make they make I lie clothing (hey wear 
which is neat and becoming. It will 
thus be seen that they are receiving in- 
straotion in industrial matter as well as 
of a temporal nature. Iu the evening 
they are called again to tho school rooms 
and spend an hour or two nt study and 
in exercises common in tha school rooms 
at the present time. They retire early 
iu the evening to nice clean beds, alt 
of which are furnished with spring mat- 
treeses and well sxipplied witb good bed 
clothing. The children ore taught clean- 
liness and look far different from those 
who lounge 
around 
Nevada 
towns. 


They are much attached to Mrs. Gibson 
and Misses Doana aud Hammond all of 
whom are well known in Carson, Reno 
acd Virginia City. 
The children are 


never whipped, but on the contrary are 
reprimanded for wrong-doing in some 
simple bnt efi'ectiv.? manner. They are 
sensitive aud their feelings 
can be 


worked upon and a much belter result 
follow tban that which the rod brings. 
Kindness touches them and at the same 
time commands their rsspect, 
Thoy are 


furnished with good food, are taught 
good manners at tbe table and conduct 
themselves with nil all the propriety no- 
ticeable in well raised white children. 
They attend Snncley r. Brvioet; and 
pay 


marked attention to all that takes place?. 
They believe iu a God and when they 
die he will take cn.ro of them. 
All the 


rooms occupied by the children ure kept 
sweet uud clean itnd Richness nuioug the 
little ones is almost unknown. They 
seldom quarrel and never fiyht among 
themselves. 
Sometime ngo teu of the 


boys, those fartherest advanced in the r 
studies, departed for Grand Junction, 
Colorado, to go to school und loiters re- 
ceived from them state that they are 
well satisfied, though for a time they ex- 
perienced a longing for home nnd their 
people. 
The older Indians are begin- 


ing to realize tbe importance of educat- 
ing the children aud do everything thc-y 
cua to encourage tha good work. When? 
powder aud lead have fulled, school 
houses will prevail and will solve the 
Indian problem. The more they leain 
the easier they are to handle; this at 
least is the result of Mr. Gibsou's ex- 
perience. That ihe Indians have pros- 
pered under his control ia plainly to be 
eeeu. 
He is well qualified naturally to 


fill the position of Agent and t-iken great 
interest in his labors us such. II u is re- 
spected by his wards and has no trouble 
whatever with them. 
The school room 


is too small for the aceom moduli on of tie 
scholars nnd Mr. Gibson has recon - 
mended the building of a larger house 
to be devoted entirely to the school, und 
this will no doubt be donn. 


The ludiaii!) aro healthy, robust look- 


ing fellows, and all the labor on the He- 
serve is performed by them, receiving 
iu remuneration flour, beans, beef, etc. 
The employes nre all of the right sort 
aud work together in perfect hinmoD 
The farmers are under tbe supervision 
of Mr. C. Whiithorue; the indnnlriiil 
bjauch for boys is presided over by Mr. 
C. L. Lowery ; Mr. George W. Bailey 
supervises the carpenter work, and Mr. 
C. W. Browning runs the blncksmith 
shop; Mr. Eli A. Hirschfie.ld performs the 
duties of clerk, nnd ia well qualified to 
fill the important aud also ayoraviiti 
position; Mrs. Whitthorue. is the Reser- 
vation seamstress, nud ia deserving of 
much credit for the manner in wuicb. 
she hns cared for the pupils under her 
charge; Mrs. Gibson nnd the , Misses 
Douue aud Hammond nre deseivipg of 
every compliment bestowed upon them 
lor the service they liave rendered ihe 
little ones, who have uincih to thonk 
ihem for. 'Your, correspondent wan ni 
one time connected with the Indian De 
partment iu Oregon, but in those days 
ihe same attention was not paid to tho 
Indian that ia noticeable on the Pyramid 
Lake Reservation, Mr. Gibson requires 
no newspaper compliment; bis work 
here stauds out prqiiiinently on every 
hand, and has only Io bo M!-eu to be ap- 
preciated. If every ladinu Agent in the 
land was actuated by the i-.ame un selfish 
motives that move him, the Iiidi ns 
Would be much better off and outbreaks 
i'unknown.
